He is offering to use these files to check in 
ro the backgrounds of Job applicants and 
other persons “to determine their philosophy 
of life” for donations of $25 and more from in- 
dividuals and $1,000 or more from businesses

Bundy ts also inftvnning businessmen that 
rhe league can make checks oa. persons at a 
cost of ^191 a day plus expenses or infiltrate 
organizations for them at a cost of up to $200 
a week. 

The league files are kept In a vauH-Hke 
•i¥ing of the rambling, ooe-story red brick col- 
onJal building at 422 N, Proan^ect which Is 
league headquarters. Police dogs guard tbe 
rues. 

The files, according to Bundy, are *’the 
world’s most complete reference source on 
leftkt individuals and groups, outside of the 
FBI files — which, of course, arc not open to 
the public.** 

Tlie wing, named tbe T. B. Mnitbews 
Memorial Library, was completed Lost year 
it a cost of more thrm 582,000. Bundy said li 
contains *100 firepioof steel files and space for 
50,000 tound volumes.

ST. LOUIS (UPD — Tbe bones of a. mas- 
todon that roamed the continent more than 
10,000 years ago have been found on. to 
250-acre constr.icuon site of a busineaa aa4 in-^ 
dastrlal park, k was announced Saturday. 

The bones were found by a bulldozer .h 
operator excavating 23 feet below the ground 
level Wednesday afternoon and Identified by 
the MusiMm of Science and Natural History.
